T h e C h in ese A sk th a t th e M exican D oor 
b e L e ft O pen. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , April 30th.—On the ar­ 
rival of the China, which is expected 
shortly, it is possible that a test will be 
made in the United States Courts regarding 
the constitutionality of Secretary Win- 
dom’s recent order. As permission to go 
to Mexico will be refused, an early test of 
the order may be expected. 
Collector Phelps íb inclined to the belief 
that if the ruling is allowed to stand, it 
will not be long before direct communi­ 
cation will be made between China and 
Mexico. 
“How does the ruling affect Chinese pas­ 
sengers in transit to British Columbia ?" 
‘I cannot answer that question positive­ 
ly,” said the Collector, "but I expect to 
have official notice about Chinese going to 
ports in British Columbia, and am in­ 
clined to the belief that the rulin- will af­ 
fect persons in transit to that part of the 
coast as well as to Mexico. 
Sbonld any 
Chinese be on the China bound for Victo­ 
ria, and I receive no information from the 
department, I shall not be able to Drevent 
them being transferred. 
However, I feel 
certain that the information will reach 
here before the arrival of the China. My 
instructions from the department regard­ 
ing passengers to Mexico have only reached 
me by telegraph, but I shall refuse to 
transfer any Chinese persons to steamers 
going to Mexican ports unless otherwise 
ordered.” 
From the information gathered about the 
Custom House it is not regarded as a fore­ 
gone conclusion that Secretary Windom 
will refuse to vacate the order. This belief is 
said to be strengthened by the fact that before 
the news of the order reached Hongkong 
all tickets to persons going in-tiansit baa 
been sold and the persons placed on board. 
It is asserted, however, that the number of 
in-transit passengers to Mexican ports will 
have considerable bearing on the queetion 
as to whether or not the Secretary will va­ 
cate the order. News of the order of the 
Secretary of the Treasury reached Hong­ 
kong only one day before the steamer 
sailed, but the Collector states that his in­ 
structions apply to all steamers coming 
from China after the 16th inst., and the 
China left on the 17th, and so she comes 
under the law. 
The Chinese will not be transferred if 
Secretary Windom fails to back down, and 
on the refusal of Collector Phelps to trans­ 
fer them a writ of habeas corpas will be 
sued out and the matter argued in the United 
States Circuit Court. 
The Chinese will 
fight the order most bitterly, and expense 
in securing the best counsel to represent 
them will be no object. It has not been 
definitely stated who will defend the action 
of Secretary WiDdom, but United States 
District Attorney Carey will, no doubt, 
assume that responsibility and uphold the 
legality or the order.

Ch ic o , April 30ih.—The Grand Parlor 
assembled at 10:30 this morning, being the 
third day. 
The Committee on Petitions made a re­ 
port recommending that an amendment be 
adopted prohibiting the name or any part 
thereof in advertising Sunday picnics or 
excursions. Carried. 
A measure making the presentation of 
badges by subordinate parlors to each Past 
President was reported against and report 
was adopted. 
‘ 
A majority report against the amend­ 
ment changing the law prohibiting the use 
of parlor funds for entertainments or ex­ 
cursions, so as to allow 6 per cent, of the 
parlor funds for such purposes, was referred 
back for further consideration. 
An amendment making the issuance of 
withdrawal cards compulsory when de­ 
manded was lost. 
A parliamentary exercise was adopted 
for the voluntary use of parlors. 
The voluntary life insurance plan was 
reported against and the report adopted. 
The report of the Committee on Legisla­ 
tion was against organizing parlors outside 
of the State, and after a long discussion it 
was adopted. 
A recess was taken till 2 o’clock. 
When the Grand Parlor resumed its ses­ 
sion in the afternoon the Committee on 
Legislation, through its Chairman, George 
A. McCalvv, submitted its report, recom­ 
mending that the amendment increasing 
the number requisite for chartering a Par­ 
lor from eleven to twenty be rejected, but 
the recommendation of the committee was 
not adopted, and the amendment passed. 
The amendment that provided for triennial 
celebrations instead of annual was re­ 
jected, and the report adopted. 
The proposition to establish a side de­ 
gree to include Native Daughters and Na­ 
tive Sons, was reported adversely, and sus­ 
tained. 
Resolutions in memory of General M. G. 
Vallejo, a member of the Order, were pre­ 
sented by a special committee, and adopted 
unanimously. 
‘ 
A resolution was adopted prohibiting 
the adoption of the names of living per­ 
sons by parlors. 
At the evening session W. H. Thorm- 
ley, Chairman of the Committee on the 
Slate of the Order 
presented a report 
congratulating the Order on its satisfac­ 
tory growth during the past year, but 
asked that great care be taken in the 
granting of charters during the coming 
year. 
John T. Greany, Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Appeals and Grievances, pre­ 
sented a voluminous report, the consider­ 
ation of which occupied the greater part 
of the evening session. The Grand Par­ 
lor sat until 11 o’clock, and fixed 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning as the time 
of holding the elections. Adjourned.

Taylor says farther that the Risdon is now 
independent of the strikers, and is indif­ 
ferent as to their future movements. 
Mr. Lewis, of the Architectural Foun­ 
dry, in an interview this morning, said: 
"The strikers have loet. I am prepared 
to prove that with a less force of men en­ 
gaged I am turning out fully as large a pro­ 
portion of work and fully as good work as 
I did before the trouble began. I do not 
care if the strikers do establish a mutual 
foundry. I hope they will do so: then 
they can prove to their own satisfaction 
that at the late rates paid for work it is im­ 
possible for the founders to make money 
under the restriction* of the Molden’

W a s h in g t o n , April 30:h.—Ralph Beau 
mont, Chairman of the National Legis­ 
lative Committee of the Knights of Labor, 
has written Major McKinley a letter criti­ 
cising the pending silver bill. Beaumont 
says, in p art: "On what ground of equity 
and justice does your party decide to con­ 
fer legal-tender powers to these certificates 
for the purpose for which the national 
banks desire to use them, and refuse farm­ 
ers and business men of the country the 
same privilege?” 
Beaumont then recalls the discrimina­ 
tion between the trade dollar and the 
standard dollar, and asks: "W hat is to 
hinder, under this bill, these same bankers 
from discriminating against this note, as it 
is only a legal tender for certain purposes. 
This bill creates money for bankers aDd 
notes for the farmers. 
It is not notes that 
the farmers are in need of. Thev are 
already burdened down with notes. ‘ It is 
the money they want with which they 
may liquidate their indebtedness to thei’r 
bondsmen. 
“I insist, sir, that if you, as the leader 
of the House, let this measure pass cre­ 
ating these certificates without conferring 
upon them a legal tender power, to enable 
these overburdened farmers to meet their 
obligations, you are guilty of committing 
a wrong, and mark it, it is one that 
both you and your party will have to 
atone for in the comiDg Congressional cam­ 
paign. These overbuidened tillers of the 
soil are in no mood to be trifled with. 
They are desperate. You, as a leader of 
your party in the House, are on the point 
of pressing a measure through the House 
known as the tariff bill, which you say is 
to protect the tillers of the soil from ruin­ 
ous competition from abroad. 
"Let me again, I beg, tell you, that since 
the last campaign, which was fought out 
upon this issue, these same tillers of the 
soil have come to the conclusion that dur­ 
ing that campaign they were laboring un­

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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THE EIGHT-HOUR AGITATION. 
The eiglit-hour issue takes more defi­ 
nite form to-day with the demonstration 
of the House Carpenters and Joiners. If 
they succeed other trades will follow them. 
The question has two sides, and there is 
logical strength on both. But it is a com­ 
plex question; the issue is not to be set­ 
tled or even understood in the midst of 
passionate feeling. It must be discussed 
and settled in the calm ; by violence or 
interference with the rights of the citizen 
it can never reach a satisfactory conclu­ 
sion. 
• 
The agitation is in one respect a good 
sign, for it testifies to the fact that while 
labor-saving appliances have multiplied 
and the ability to produce has been stead­ 
ily augmented, the working man has also 
l>een advancing; has been thinking upon 
the betterment of his condition, and seek­ 
ing to keep abreast with the age. Whether 
he is wise in the present manifestation, 
trial and experience must determine, for 
not all that is theoretically fair and seem­ 
ingly probable proves on trial feasible. 
The agitation also testifies to the fact 
that adjustment and change are going on 
in the social system, adjustment that can 
neither be checked nor controlled by arbi­ 
trary action on the part of any branch of 
society, nor by the intervention of legisla­ 
tion. 
The laborer has the right to refuse to 
work any longer than he chooses; the em­ 
ployer has the right to refuse to employ 
the worker except on his own terms. 
These are inalienable rights. The conces­ 
sion of the first carries with it admission of 
the other. So in fact it may be said that 
this whole question is to be adjusted as are 
all contracts, by the agreement of the par­ 
ties to it—that is to say, what the employer 
is willing or able to pay for labor ; what 
the worker is willing to take for his labor. 
These are the essential factors of the issue, 
and we believe that they will work out 
its solution. Historically it is true that 
the hours of labor have been shortened in 
the last half of the century, and in every 
instance by peaceful means and without 
violence or the disturbance of revolution; 
it is for lalior to resolve that the pres­ 
ent agitation shall not have a less reput­ 
able record. 
If the agitation results in the better­ 
ment of the condition of the wage-earners 
moving in the matter, there will he no 
true friend of humanity who will regret 
the outcome. The real question of debate 
is, therefore, whether such a result can 
follow, and we repeat that only by experi­ 
ence will the two parties to the issue be 
convinced; it is not, therefore, [>erhaps, to 
he regretted that the issue has been pro­ 
jected at this time, since the sooner it is 
settled the better for industrial and man­ 
ufacturing conditions in a new and ex­ 
panding country. 
There is just so much labor to he per­ 
formed; shortening the hours of labor 
without lessening the wages therefore 
means increased cost of production by 
labor, and increased cost to the con­ 
sumer, since we may take it for granted 
that the very best the workers can accom­ 
plish, they cannot shear capital of an ap­ 
preciable share more of its earnings, as it 
is now receiving, by from 80 to 90 per cent, 
less from the product of labor, than the 
share received hack by labor. Admitting 
that there is not now enough labor for all 
capable of earning wages, it follows that 
either the present workers must share with 
their fellows, or the employers of labor 
must liear the loss of the increased number 
to be employed without proportional de­ 
crease of the wages. But this they declare 
they will not do, and that if additional 
charge is made in the cost of production, 
the consumer must meet it. Since the 
body of workers in the land constitute the 
greater body of consumers, it would follow 
that they will hear their share of the in­ 
creased cost of production, and hence 
really suffer some depreciation of wages, 
and those of them who do not lose sight of 
the fact that they are consumers as well as 
producers, freely admit this. But they 
add that there will he gain in the in­ 
creased capacity*of the worker to produce 
in eight hours as a total span more than in 
eight hours where ten is the full working 
day, and that the intellectual and .domestic 
gain will comj<ensate for any increased 
cost of living. 
Probably there is in this an element of 
truth, but it is scarcely possible that it 
will materially affect the settlement of the 
question. Mo6t thoughtful writers upon 
the capacity of workers agree, that well 
and diligently improved, eight or nine 
hours are sufficient for any hutuin being 
to labor out of the twenty-four. And it 
may be admitted that if the whole social 
system had been adjusted upon that basis 
there would not have been any material 
difference between the social and indus­ 
trial conditions under that system and 
those prevailing under the present. The 


people would have moved on to prosperity 
as certainly, if not as speedily, as they 
have done under the ten hour system. 
Whether the workers would have im­ 
proved the greater time accorded for ad­ 
vancement and helpful economies must 
remain conjectural. There are those who 
hold that to give the workers the addi­ 
tional two hours or one hour now will not 
result in any improvement in his social 
conditions, since the greater number will 
misapply the leisure gained. But this 
also must be and can only be determined 
by experience, and to say the least it is 
not fair argument to advance against the 
claims of the workers. The arguments in 
favor of the movement of the hour on the 
one side and against it on the other are 
too familiar to call for review at this time. 
There is to be heard from yet in this 
debate a great mass of the people, how­ 
ever, who have not yet spoken, and it 
may be that they will have the deciding 
voice. They stand between employing 
capital on the one hand and the federated 
trade unions on the other—the workers 
who are their own employers, the hard­ 
working clerical laborers, the intellectual 
and the business workers, the producers 
from the soil, the vast body of unprotected 
workers, all those who occupy a position 
between the protected manufacturers and 
organized labor demanding protection, and 
which great class contributes to both the 
others. 
While the question is now projected 
actively into the forum of public debate 
upon the lines indicated, there are fears 
enterts^ied that violence, intimidation 
and the assault of the boycott with force, 
may be employed on the one side, and ex­ 
cite retaliatory measures on the other. If 
such conditions develop, the laboring man 
will be the chief sufferer; it has always 
been so and will continue to be so. When 
a great strike or labor agitation disturbs 
and unsettles the business conditions of 
the country the mass of the people who 
may be quiescent so long as their pros­ 
perity is not assailed, emphatically and 
irresistibly manifest not only their dis­ 
pleasure, hut their determination not to 
suffer under it. The friends of labor, of 
prosperity and the common good, should 
therefore, direct the present agitation up­ 
on peaceful and moral lines only. What­ 
ever adjustment is reached, we repeat, 
should be peacefully attained, for if force 
or ho; blood enters in, history leave us not 
at all in doubt as to what the results will 
be. 
No workers are so well conditioned as 
those of America. Nowhere else do they 
receive such high wages; nowhere else 
have they such broad opportunities for 
independence, comfortable living, and the 
fulfillment of ambitious desires. If these 
enviable conditions are imperiled it will 
be because of the unwisdom of the con­ 
testants in the immediate foreground. 
The workers of the country have the 
right to agitate for theoretical reforms, 
and to make them practicable if they can, 
and, as we have said, if they can secure 
the betterment of the condition of the 
workers engaged in manual labor and 
skilled vocations, the people of the nation 
will approve and applaud. Whenever 
they can improve the intelligence, the 
material conditions and physical well­ 
being of the wage-earners without doing 
injury to the people at large, the senti­ 
ment of humanity will be with them; hut 
whatever they seek to accomplish must he 
done by employment of moral not by en­ 
listment of physical force. 


I ta ly has made a mistake in forbid­ 
ding the May Day parade of workingmen. 
The Italian people have the right to 
parade on any day, so long as they commit 
no breaches of the peace and indulge in 
no conduct liable to provoke disorder and 
lawlessness. To forbid them to parade 
peaceably and decently is to confess that 
the Government fears for the stability of 
its position, and this is a confession that 
no Government can afford to make.

GOOD STREETS. OR SEWERS? 


A CITIZEN WHO THINKS THE LATTER 
THE MORE NECESSARY. 


But Ho Would Have Both, If the Tax­ 
payers Can See Their Way Clear 
to Pay for Them. 


Eds. Rxcobd-Ukiok: In regard to the 
street-grading question, I would like to 
make some suggestions. We are all inter­ 
ested, more or less in the condition of the 
streets. If the improvements contemplated 
are made, the merchants and business men 
of the city will reap great benefits from the 
increased trade brought them. As shown 
by one of their own number, it will add 
many thousands of dollars annnaily to 
their profits. Then, also, those wealthy 
and medium well-to-do gentlemen and 
ladies of our city, with their children and 
friends, when they take their daily drives 
in their fine carriages and phaetons, instead 
of dragging them through bog and mire 
and chuckholes, will have delightfully 
smooth and even driveways, which, besides 
affording the comfort and pleasure of such 
drives, will save mnch expense in the line 
of repairs, painting, etc , of their carriages. 
Even the poor workingmen will, to some 
degree, be benefited, for what man among 
them wonld not take pride in the appear­ 
ance of the city with snch streets. It is 
trne he wonld derive no profit from the 
improvement, as the merchant would, nor 
wonld he enjoy riding over the pavement, 
not being able to keep a horse, or even hire 
one; bat the improvement wonld enhanc* 
the value of his little cottage home (this, 
however, would increase hie taxes a little), 
and save him from the din and rattle of 
the noisy street, and he could enjoy seeing 
his wealthier neighbors riding over such 
nice, smooth pavement without jar or rat­ 
tle to disturb his meditations. 
Now, to be candid, it seems to me that it 
is far from just and equitable that the 
thousands of poor workiDgmeu who would 
derive very liule profit from street improve­ 
ment, and who do not use the streets tor 
pleasure at all, should be assessed at the 
same rate as those who, through the im­ 
provement, add so many dollars to their 
incomes, and those who are able to secure 
the enjoyment it affords other than that of 
its appearance. 
Let us suppose the city decides to issue 
bonds for $100,000 to be applied to paying 
one-fourth of the expense, as proposed, and 
suppose the cost to be $1 per front foot. 
Now, Smith and JoDes are neighbors, each 
owning a 40-foot lot, and each will be 
assessed exactly the same ($30) for paving 
the street, the city paying the other $1,0. 
Smith has a $1.000-house on his lot, and 
Jones has a $4,000-house on his, with a sta­ 
ble for his carriage and pair in the rear. 
Smith is a common laborer, earning $600 
per year. Jones is in the dry goods busi­ 
ness, making $6,000 per year. Smith never 
eajoys a ride on the pavement, for he has 
no horse, while Jones rides out every even­ 
ing with his family. Smith’s wages re­ 
main the same after as before the improve­ 
ment. Jones’ business briDgs him a greatly 
increased income. 
Does it look right that these two men 
should be assessed equally for this im­ 
provement ? I would say let those who 
reap tbe financial gains pay a far greater 
rate of assessment than those who are ben- 
fited only by the appearance of the city, 
and let those who enjoy the pleasure but 
derive no profit pay a medium rate. 
The argument that the improvement en­ 
hances the value of property is not appli* 
cable to the workingman, unless he is a 
wealthy workingman, with a number of 
city lots for sale, on which he is speculat­ 
ing. The man who is toiling day after 
day, month after month, year after" year, 
to clear his little home from a heavy mort­ 
gage, certainly cannot be expected to be 
very enthusiastic about laying a paveme-it 
in front of it for his wealthy neighbors to 
enjoy and the merchants to profit by. 
Yet tbe poor man is not so envious that 
he would grudge the payment of a fair as­ 
sessment in order that his neighbors may 
enjoy and profit by the improvement, and 
he is willing to admit that he also would 
be benefited, more perhaps than would first 
appear, for everything that is delivered at 
his home for his consumption must be 
carted there over the streets) and it is verv 
clear that this carting will be less costly 
over paved streets than through mud and 
mire. Undoubtedly there are extremely 
few who would oppose street improvement 
if the expense were equitably adjusted ac­ 
cording to wealth and the benefits derived 
This, it may be argued, would bean intri­ 
cate adjustment to make, but it seems to me 
that nothing more obtruse than a problém 
in general average would be encountered. 
But suppose it would involve the higher 
mathematics, calculus, least squares, or even 
some of the nicer, finer, hair-splitting 
sciences, I think Sacramento can produce 
scholars who are equal to tbe emergency. 
The matter could easily enough be ad­ 
justed, if we want to do it, but if we don’t 
it will be very hard to see through. There 
are none so blind as those who do not 
want to see. 
While the paving of the streets is most 
desirable, there is another improvement 
of vastly more importance, which I would 
like to see made at the same time—or 
rather before the streets are paved, in order 
that they will not have to be dug up again. 
An efficient sewerage system is badly 
needed here, and as tbe hralth of a city is 
of far more importance than its appear­ 
ance, so the sewerage question is of more 
importance than the street question. This 
matter is of equal importance to all. Every 
man, woman and child in the city would 
be equally benefited by a perfect sewerage 
except the druggists, doctors, marble- 
cutters, undertakers, grave-diggers and 
Coroner. All these should be exempt from 
any assessment for improving the sewers. 
The deficiency might be made up from the 
merchants who would profit by tbe in­ 
creased population and trade which a 
healthy city would attract. I would like 
to see both the streets and sewers improved 
at the same time, but if it must be one or 
the other, by all means give as sewerage 
first.If we assess ourselves for street work 
and let tbe sewers go. how many of us 
may, in one short year, pay double the 
amount of our assessments in doctor and 
drug bills, which good sewers wonld save 
us? How many of us may, within one 
short year, burv a loved one, who may be 
spared to us rnapy years if our assessments 
be for sewerage instead of street paving? 
Why not determine upon some sewerage 
system, and then submit at tbe coming 
election whether bonds be issued for sew­ 
ers, for streets, or for both?

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MARK FEEHEY’S SLAYER. 


FREEMAN CONVICTED OF MURDER IN 
THE FIRST DEGREE, 


A n d M ust Suffer th e D e ath P e n a lty — 
Stolid as an In d ia n —Hig R e la ­ 
tives D istressed. 


The trial of Charles Freeman for the 
xuurder of Mark Feeney was concluded in 
Judge Van Fleet’s Department of the Su­ 
perior Court yesterday, and resulted in his 
conviction. The forenoon was taken up 
by the closing argument of District Attor­ 
ney Bruner, which was one of the ablest 
that has been heard in a criminal case in 
this county in many years. He told the ; 
jnry, among other things, that he had con­ 
ducted the prosecution to the best of his 
ability and presented it in its strongest 
light, according to his convictions of justice. 
He believed Freeman to be guilty of the 
crime charged against him, and should 
suffer the highest penalty known to the 
law. He had certainly done all in his 
power to secure the vindication of the law, 
and the responsibility for the result would 
rest upon the jury. 
Mr. Bruner warned the jury against giv­ 
ing away to any weak sentimentality that 
would defeat the ends of justice in this 
case, as the circumstances uuder which the 
crime was committed were such that the 
perpetrator thereof was not entitled to the 
sympathy of any person whose desire was 
to have the majesty of the law vindicated. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Bruner’s ad­ 
dress a recess was taken till 2 o’clock p. m ., 
at which hour the Court-room was densely 
packed with people, there being several 
ladies among the auditors. The prisoner 
occupied a seat in front of the bar, be­ 
tween his mother and sister, while the 
Court charged; the jury. His manner was 
that of a person possessed of nerves of 
iron, or, mors properly, perhaps, of one to 
whom such a thing as a conscience is un­ 
known. His mother and sister, on the 
contrary, looked anxious and troubled, the 
latter, especially, being quite nervous. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO TH E JU R Y . 
Judge Van Fleet read the statutory charge 
to the jury in a clear voice and impressive 
manner, concluding as follows: 
Now, gentlemen, in submitting this case to 
you I desire once again to admonish you as to 
your most solemn and important duty as jurors. 
You are to take this ease and finally determine 
it from a fair and impartial consideration of the 
evidence, and that alone: and remember, gen­ 
tlemen, that nothing is evidence before you in 
any sense excepting that which has been ad­ 
mitted here in Court during this trial. What­ 
ever may have come to your attention during 
the trial or prior thereto, either through the 
medium of the public press, common rumor, or 
otherwise, calculated in any manner to affect 
your judgment in this case, is not evidence, and 
must, 
under 
the law 
and 
under 
the 
sanctity of your oaths, be 
entirely 
disre­ 
garded 
by 
you, 
for any purpose 
what­ 
ever. in arriving at your 
verdict. 
Public 
opinion, one way or the other, as to the 
merits of this case—if you have become aware 
of any—must not be permitted to affect your 
minds, since if it exists it is, in the first place, 
not evidence, and, in the second place, it is as 
liable, according to our experience and observ­ 
ation, to be wrong as right. No consideration 
of bias or prejudice on the one hand, or of sym­ 
pathy or pity on the other, for or against this 
defendant, or anyone else in any manner con­ 
nected with this case, must be ]>erm.tted to find 
reflection in your verdict. 
Remember the importance of your verdict to 
this defendant. The question ot his life or lib­ 
erty is committed to your keeping, and you have 
sworn to give him a fair and impartial trial. 
This you cannot do if you permit any outside 
influence to affect you in the slightest degree. 
If, upon a full and careful consideration ot the 
evidence in this case there should rest upon 
your minds a fair and reasonable doubt as to 
his guilt, he is en'itled to the benefit of that 
doubt at your hands, and you must not permit 
it to be swept away or affected bv any feeliug 
or prejudice arising from something not in evi­ 
dence, nor by any fear or apprehension that 
your verdict may not meet with popular iavor. 
On the other hand, gentlemen, it is equally 
your imperative duly to keep before you the 
rights of society, which 
are 
likewise in­ 
volved in this prosecution, since they are as 
sacred and important as those of the defendant. 
And if, upon a full and impartial consideration 
and examination of the evidence in this case, 
you come to the conclus'on beyond any fair and 
reasonable doubt of the guilt of this defendant, 
then it would be your sworn duty to so find, not­ 
withstanding the eonseouences to him or any 
one connected with him. 
Sentiments of sympathy or pity for this de­ 
fendant or his relatives it is as absolutely neces­ 
sary for you to discard from your minds in giv­ 
ing your verdict as any other extraneous mat 
ter. It is to be regretted that the results of 
crime when committed usually fall not alone 
upon the offender, but with a heavy hand upon 
the innocent relatives and friends connected 
with him; but a tender consideration for the 
latter cannot be permitted to weigh against a 
just and faithful administration of the law. Nor 
are considerations of mercy to find lodgment 
with the jury. Mercy does not lie with vou, but 
must be looked for elsewhere. What’ is de­ 
manded of you is a just and true verdict, hav­ 
ing for its foundation the evidence in the case, 
and that alone. And it is only by such a ver­ 
dict that the law can be vindicated. For such 
a verdict, gentlemen, you are answerable not 
only to this defendant and the people, but to 
your consciences and your God. 
The human conscience is in my judgment the 
dir; ct instrument of our Creator in detecting us 
in wrong, and if we go astray, sooner or later it 
will find us out, and bring us to account, no 
matter how successfully we mav evade the eve 
of our fellow-men. Render such a verdict in 
this case, gentlemen, that each one of you 
throughout your after life may awaken in the 
still watches of the night with 110 troublesome 
question between yourself end your conscience 
as to anything growing out of that verdict. 
11 you do that you will have done your whole 
duty in this important case. 


TH E VERDICT. 
The charge to the jury elicited many 
compliments from persons present, all 
speaking of it as an able and impartial 
eilort. The jury retired at 2:30 o’clock, but 
the crowd remained in and about the 
Court-room, the impression evidently pre­ 
vailing that a verdict would soon be reached. 
At a quarter to 4 o'clock the Sheriff in­ 
formed the Court and attorneys that the 
jury was prepared to return to the Court­ 
room, and Court was called to order. T-he 
prisoner was brought in and took a seat be­ 
side his attorney, his mother and sister not 
being present, they having gone to the 
office of Mr. Post, Freeman’s counsel, there 
to await the result of the jury’s delibera­ 
tions. 


f r e e m a n ' s n e r v e s o f s t e e l . 
As Freeman walked into the Court-room 
he did not present the appearance of a man 
whose life depended on the announcement 
about to be made by the jury, the members 
of which were then filing into the room. 
His face was as impassive and stolid as that 
of an Indian brave awaiting death at the 
hands of his captors. Indeed, it bore about 
as pleasant au expression as Freeman was 
capable of. 
He did not even flinch nor change color 
when the foreman of the jury proceeded 
to read the verdict, end even when the 
reading was concluded and it was an­ 
nounced that he had been adjudged “guilty 
of murder in the first degree’ not a shadow 
passed over bis features, although all eyes 
were bent upon him. There was simply a 
alight compression of the lips. 
Freeman leaned over and began to whis­ 
per to his counsel, when the Court inter­ 
rupted him by announcing that sentence 
would be passed on Friday, the 9:h day of 
May. 
it did not phase h im . 
Even this did not phase the callous- 
hearted youth, and as he arose to follow 
the Sheriff from the room he cocked his 
bat on the back of his bpad in his usnal 
careless way, and walked out more with 
the air of a petty offender leaving a Police 
Court room to pass twenty-four hours in 
jail for disturbing the peace than like one 
who was going to a dungeon to await hi8 
death upon the gallows. 
As Freeman descended 
the stairway 
leading into the jail, where the prisonerá 
had crowded to hea’ the news, he sang out 
to them, in a steady but devil-may-care 
tone of voice: 
"Well, boys, it’s murder in the first de­ 
gree !” 
To the Sheriff he remarked, on the way 
down : ‘ That’s nearly bell! That's a hell 
of a jury to give a man justice!’’ 
It was noticed, while the verdict was 
being read, that Freeman looked straight 
at the reader, and a reporter called the 
attention of one of the Sheriff's officers to 
the prisoner’s exhibition of nerve. 
“Yes,” whispered the officer, “he re­ 
marked the other day that, while ‘Wilkes, 
th e ------------ , could not look him in the 
eye.be (Freeman) could look any d 
d 
man in the eye.’” 
His distressed relatives. 
The news of the verdict soon spread, and 
a crowd was seen to gather about the door 
of Mr. Post’s office, where Freeman’s 
mother, sister and sisler-in-law were await­ 
ing the result. His aged mother, although 
it was plain she suffered the pangs of pain 
that only a mother can feel under such cir­ 
cumstances, had remarkable control of her­ 
self, and gave way but a moment to out­ 
ward expression of the agony that filled 
her breast. Her dangbter, however, broke 
down completely, and ail the mother’s 
energies were required in her behalf. 
The sisfer-in law also gave way to heart­ 
rending lamentations. 
While everybody 


pitied them in their misery, there was but 
one expression regarding the justness of 
the verdict. 


CONCERNING THR VERDICT. 
It is said that very soon after entering 
the jury-room the jurors agreed npon a 
verdict of murder in the first degree. Bnt 
they were not nnanimons upon the ques­ 
tion of inflicting the death penalty or 
making the punishment imprisonment for 
life, and some deliberation ensned on this 
point. The jury was out just one hour 
and a quarter. ___________

PROFESSOR GAYLEY'S LECTURE ON IRE 
LAND LAST NIGHT. 


P arn ell and th e Cam paign o f 1886—A 


F ropliecy for Irelan d—A B rill­ 
iant Peroration. 


Only a fair audience greeted Professor 
Gayley, of theState University, at the Con­ 
gregational Church last night to bear his 
recital before the Sacramento Lecture As­ 
sociation of the incidents of the Irish cam­ 
paign for home rule in Ireland in 1886, 
but they greeted him in a way of which he 
must have been prond. 
It took Professor Gayley about twenty 
minutes to get his auditors “into the 
swim,” but once in they were in “for 
good.” He passed rapidly over the events 
that led to the modern demonstration, 
sketched lightly bat vividly a few of the 
great leaders, like Joe Biggar, O’Brien, 
Tim Healy and Sexton, fairly shook his 
andience with his description of the tumult 
of a popular political meeting, rushing 
them along amid tbe shouts and swayings 
of the noisy mnltitude, till every hearer 
felt the rhythm of the movement, saw tbe 
swinging blackthorns of the men and the red 
petticoats of the women, who had gathered 
to applaud the speakers of the day. 
Parnell, the embodiment and guide ot 
the home-rule movement, was described as 
a steady, discreet, cool man, with the blood 
of centuries ot judicial ancestry in his 
veins, a careful ana wiBe manager of his es­ 
tates, beloved by his tenants, and in poli­ 
tics only because he must be. It is a for­ 
tunate thing, the speaker said, that tbe 
cause of Ireland was in the hands of an 
Irishman not given to Irish exaggeration 
in speech. Parnell was, above all things, 
careful and exact in speech. 
The eighty-five Irish leaders of the part» 
were described as men of self-restraint, living 
constantly under a high sense of responsi­ 
bility, and were avouched by the speaker 
as the cleanest body of men in thought and 
private speech it had ever been his fortune 
to know. Not one evil story or inipnre ex­ 
pression had he heard from their lips in all 
his association with them. 
He closed 
with the following brilliant peroratiom 
“ I look tothe Irelaudof the future, whose 
fields shall wave with grain, and whose 
highlands shall be white with the sheep 
upon a thousand hills ; whose rivers shall 
again bear upon their broad bosoms the 
crafts of nations, or shall wind in careless 
peace by castle and village where plenty is 
green and piosperity rings her bells far 
joy. 
“I see the Ireland of the future, her an­ 
cient cities once more grown young, her 
sons the ornament of peace, the vanguard 
of war; again, as they have been, the poets, 
orators, statesmen, soldiers of the British 
Empire. 
“I see her faiths living, her fends dead. 
I see the spires of her churches—Romanist, 
Episcopalian, Presbyterian—pointing tothe 
zenith, no longer symbols of hate and 
bigotry, but spirits in marble, flames in 
stone, forever mounting toward the light 
that is God—forever 
enarched by the 
Heaven that is love. 
“Give Ireland her Union, not of paper, 
but of love, and no longer shall Saxon 
meet Celt in enmity, but shoulder to 
shoulder shall they bear victorious arms 
for the Union on whatever shore the drum­ 
beat of England is heard. No more shall 
the Red Hand of Ulster strike discordant 
the strings of the Harp of Erin; no more 
shall the green flag flaunt defiance íd the 
face of the Lion; no more shall the Rose 
of England droop with petals that her own 
tyranny has soiled, nor the Shamrock of 
Ireland shrivel under the heats of op­ 
pression, but together shall the Rose, the 
Thistle and the Shamrock 
adorn one 
’scutcheon, and bloom npon one field of 
green.”

A tliletic Exhibition Last N ight—Profess­ 
ors Corbett and D onaldson. 
The athletic exhibition at the Opera 
House last evening to introduce J. J. Cor 
bett, believed to be tbe coming champion 
boxer of the era, was thinly attended. The 
programme, as a whole, waa disappointing. 
Dan Hawkins and Ed McCormack, of San 
Francisco, featherweights, gave a very in­ 
different exhibition.

William Johnson and John O'Neil, of 
tbe Sacramento Club, boxed three rounds 
rather cleverly. 
Meihling, the strong man. and Eugene 
Van Court, 
champion 
amateur light­ 
weight, both of the Olympic Club, wres­ 
tled catch-as-catch-can. 
Van Court, of 
coarse, had not an “earthly show” with 
Meihling. Both proved that they are cap­ 
able men, but so ill-matched that interest 
in the contest, even as an exhibition, was 
destroyed. Each was given a fall. 
Corbett and John Donaldson, of Minne­ 
apolis, sparred four rounds. Corbett was 
warmly received, and made a fine appear­ 
ance. Donaldson was too fleshy to stand 
before the skill and dexterity of Corbett for 
half a round, aDd he really appeared to be 
nnfit to even make a half-dozen passes at 
Corbett. The latter played with him; he 
could do nothing more, and twice Donald­ 
son went to his corner winded before time 
was called. He was so incapable of giving 
Corbett an opportunity to do ordinary box­ 
ing that the exhibition lost interest within 
a minute after the pair appeared.

After the demonstration to-morvow it is to 
be hoped there will be no untrue charges of 
this kind. 
"You will see the eight-hour law is a 
most righteous one when you remember 
that a man can perform between the hours 
of 8 and 12 in the morning more labor with 
the implements of the present than two 
men conld perform in two days of ten 
honre each with the implements'used forty 
years ago. 
"However, the solution of the whole 
problem will come when the laborer shares 
the profits of his toil, as he will be then 
working for himself and he can labor eight 
or ten hoars as he may desire.”
